At Attica, San Rafael, Munich the 
same events unfolded: desperate, 
discnfranchised men take other men 
as hostages in order to command the 
attention of the world to their plight, 
Then* State power, exposed in ïts 
evil by thefatal spectacle, cönspireato 
kill all the guerrilla^ and all the 
hostages co the last man. Power-- 
represented by the State oi Califor- 
nia or NJew York or Israël or West 
Germany or the U < S.A,--shameless- 
ly cells the public that the rebels have 
murdered the hostages, Soon follows, 
pompons denunciations of violeneeand 
self-righteou3 congratulations issued 
by Power, until one of the victims, 
accldencally left alive, announces that 
the State Troopers, SanQuentin guard* 
or German "sharp shoocers ,J opened 
fire first and slaughtered without 
mercy -gusrds, judges, rebels and hos¬

tn Munich, as in Attica and San 
Rsfael, heads of State did not hesU 
tate to condemn the athleses to death 
tn order eq hide from the world the 
unbearable suffering of the Pal- 
estinians. At Munich, they were 
Arab, at Attica and Max in Councy, 
Black and Pjerto Rkan--all of them 
victims, and the poor white guards 
and poor Israëli athletes too.

NATIVE AMERICAN LEADER KILLED BY RACIST CARETAKER 


The American ïndians, a dehuman- 
ized and oppressed people, have sof- 
fered perhaps more (han any üiber 
group of people, the brunt of the 
'American' experience. 


Unïike Black people, who were 
brougbl to rhis country as slaves and 
to make white men rich, the Indian peo- 
ple were at home^-rhis is their home- 
tand--no aEtempr at enslavemsnt was 
made by the imruding white man, 
hls only desire was to destroy the in- 
dian people and rob them of their land, 
The land they had preserved so well. 
The North AmericanIndian hasatways 
heen a m as ter of survival. 


The^ Arnerican ïndtans are forced 
to Üveinpriaonacalled 'reservations'. 
In school their children are raught 
that an explorer (or explolter) named 
Columbus 'dïgcöve^ed , their native 
land, A land on which they are daily 
exploited ït white-owned 'trading' 
posts. rhey are poor, yet they have 
no choice but to pay more for food than 
the rich or 'comfortable', they can 
nm go to anurher store, Crearing jewel - 
ry, rugs, pottery, and en, they are 
given a few handouts for them and then 
rhey are resold in Scortsdale's (an 
‘excjusive’ whfre suburh of Phoenix, 
Arlzona) 'finesr' shops. 


Remtoionary Mians declared Alcatra* /stand -/ree landb^SJSSS, 


We are all famüiar (however dis- 
torted, through I .V, and early radio), 
with the aggresslon and violence the 
greedy white man has subjected the 
Indian people to, In defense of their 
lives, their land, their natural life- 
sryle the Indian hecamea warrior, they 
fought to protect what was rightfully 
their own. All the while being called 
'savage' yec* knowing who the* snvage 
really was. 

Because of the Indian spirit, their 
collectiva determinatfon to survlve, 
their aense of famtly, of trïbe—the 
intruder, the over-po wering, over- 
reacting, murdering cowboy ƒ aoldier 
dld Éverything imaglnable to deötxoy 
the Indian people, to take their land. 

After many, many years of struggle 
they did 'ïose' their land to a cruel 
and power-hungry enemy, They were 
over-poweredby the white rnan's ]tfe_ 
taklng devicea, weapons, They were 
out-numbered by an ever increasing 
enemy. However, the Indian people, 
as we all know, did not lose Ufe or 
sptrït, even though they are the ig- 
nored forgotten Americans.

Millions of poor and oppressed peo¬ 
ple in this society are forced to strug- 
gle to survtve off of the meager 
crumbs receWed from this couniry’a 
welfare sys tem, Those chatareon the 
welfare rolls are of little use to the 
capitalists who control this country, 
because welfare recipiems are not 
able to work in the factories and 
stores, to make more money for them, 
The Welfare Commtssion was created 
to quvei the peuple*s hunger duringthe 
Depressïon of World War II; aid was 
given to thosc famüiés who had no 
money to survive, Later, various 
types of aid were created» Aid to the 
disa bied or the hatidïcapped» aid rn 
families with dependant chüdren, 
aid to senior cïtizens. aid to almost 
all so-cailed 'unentpIoyablesR Kcw- 
ever, this "aid* is always just bare- 
ly enough for a family or even a 
single person to survive on* ït is 
humUiating, degrading and inhuman 
for a single mother to be forced to 
aurvlve on less than 5100*00 a rnonth, 
even if she only has one child, Yct 
the Welfare Department^ are now 
trying to pressure people to work or 
have their checks eut. 


The greedy officials who control 
this governmem woukl not gtve peo¬ 
ple who receive welfare aid anylhmg 
if the? feit that it wouldn't cause an 
uproar, Therefore, it is the goal of 
the welfare system to keep welfare 
ree iplents as poor as possi hl o, and 
co give the public faise ideay chat 
those on welfare are almost all 
Black, receive too much money, and 


are lazy, 

In its cöntinuing effort to baraks, 

and reprees poor and oppressed wel¬ 
fare recipiems, the CallfornLa wel¬ 
fare department, and racist Gover- 
nor Ronald Keagan, areimplementing 
a new t costly, time-consammg, and 
intinudaring 19-page welfare applica- 
cion, Reagan has led the way in 
reactionary welfare legisladon. by 
sponsoring bills ihat will remove 
many people* parttcularly Black peo¬ 
ple, from the welfare rolls and for 
coumless people to take 'slave labor 1 
jobs. 

On Qctéber lst # California will 
stop uaing the 7-page form for peo¬ 
ple applymg for assistance* and be¬ 
gin ustng a new |9-page form ca lied 
WR-2* The additions to the already 
degradtng form will cause even more 
applicants to he rejected. Many of the 
questlons are intended to pry tnto 
the pcrsonal lives of the applicants, 
questioDB such these are totally 
ïrrelevent to a person's need for 
assistance» The WR-2 form even 
aska for such unnecessary Informa¬ 
tion as how much sllvetware 0 per- 
son owns, 

Noc only is WR-2 Jegrading, it is 
cosrlng a huge sum of money just to 

begin using the new form, k wÜl 
slow down the processing of appli- 
cations and cause unnecessary paper 
work, rherefore, U will bring about 
higher administrative coscs» The 
California welfare department uses 
6 1/2 milllon dollars more per month 
than lastyear for admüilatrative costs 


alone. Many more work hours will 
be spent ïn processing the WR-2 
applications, therefore applicants will 
havo to wait weeks or months to re- 
ceive aid» fhis particuUrly effects 
people with immediate medical needs, 
women who are pregnant, and poor 
people with problemsof anemergency 
nature. Ibis does not bot her the of¬ 
ficials, Their concern sterns from 
the jmgling pockets of the State, 
They would pref er to put money fn- 
to man power addirïons to the poltce 
department or new government 
buildings. 

If an applicant is unahle to com¬ 
plete WR-2. then he or she wül be 
denied aid (it has been estimatetl 
that it would take a college graduace 
over four hours to complete this 
form). The department realizes that 
poor people are often not able to 
answer complex and confusing 'agen- 
cy * questions, so they narrow the 
possvbElities of receiving aid (for 
many people) with the triekiness of 
the English language, 

For Instance, a person must teil 
if there is a cooking stove in the 
home, the cosi of the stove, and the 
date ii was purchased, The appU^ 
cant must also list al! other appli- 
ances in the home such as refri- 
ge ra tors, washer s, freezers* portable 
heaters, radios, tape recorders, 
silverware, and the purchase pr:ce 
and the date of the purchase of each

ATTICA: 

A MASSACRE 

DENIED 


On September 13, 1972, ayeartothe 
day of the Massacre at Attica, the 
514 - page “official" report from the 
C om misskin To Invesctgate the Attica 
Prison Riot was released. Uhasbeen 
one year si nee, "Bloody Monday", 
when state troopers werc ordered to 
"re-take*’ Attica State Prison and end 
the 5-day seizure of the prison by 
over 2,000 prisoners. Üneyearsince 
ihe State of New York, in a vain at- 
tempt co regain theïr forever shai- 
tered prestige of power, siaughtered 
43human beings;prisonersand guards 
alike, 

The Attica report is hlghiy critical 
of many aspects of the conditions at 
Attica prior co the uprising and nf the 
police act ion which followed. It stops 
short, bowever, in condemning those 
responeible for the Massacre; ra- 
tzonaiizing and jusrifying whtle never 
pinpoiiHïng those viciousadministra- 
tors whose decistons led to cold- 
blooded murder. 

"In the end, rhe promtse of reba- 

bilitation was a cruel joke. tf any- 
one was rehabilitated it was in spite 
of Attica, nor because of it," With 


these words, the Attica report ac- 
curately sums up theconditionswhich 
led to che Uprising, The men who 
played a major role in the initial 
secure are described as, “.„part of 
a new breed of younger, more aware 
inmates, mostly Black" whowereun- 
willing “to accept the petty humilia- 
iions and racism chat characterizes 
prison life*“ Ho we ver, conditions of 
unappetizing meals, old, ïïl-fitting 
clothing, and grossly inadequate 
healch care all carefully documented 
by the report, farm only a part of the 
underlyïng reasons for the Attica up- 
rising. A more fimdamental factor 
however, was the constant never end- 
ing harassment to which the prisoners 
were subjected. We remember the 
words of Rrother L.D. Rarkely, "We 


are men, We are not beasts and do 
not intend to be beacen or driven as 
sneb/* The Attica report can deal 
with a sociological and psychologie al 
analysis, but the pTieoners them- 
selves, ihebr lives and hopes, some- 
how, despite over 3,000 interviews, 
remain bidden,. 

The actual uprising by the prt- 
soners, che capture of the gpards as 
hostages, and the establishment of D- 
Block yard as a base of operacions 
is treated very lightly. While the re¬ 
port contains all the facts and logis- 
rice of the selzure, again, the human 
factor, the emutiuns, the sense of 
sacrifice and cause, falls outside ita 
realm. The report speaks in terms 
of the “ spontaneous burst of violent 
anger" vs. “pre-arrangement", tt 
fails to grasp how the two have be- 
come incertwmed with each other 
chrough the years. 

The essential feature of the capture 
of the gtiards as hostages and the pro¬ 
posal for exrhange (exchange of the 
guards for free, safe transport to 
a "non-imperialist country") was 
Chat it was an attempt to save life 
not take it, The prisoner 1 Uprising 
at Attica was a statement of life, of 
human concern for survival with 
dignity, addressing all-to-clearly the 
backwards and armed forces of rac- 
ism, exploitation and death. The 
Attica report would attempt to trans¬ 
late the meaning of an evem which 
gripped the consclou snees of op- 
pressed communides throughout the 
world in the ludricrous terms of 
a 'aJtenat^on , 'and "hostflity against es- 
tablished instlturions of government 
and law*„" 

lt is in diacussion of theObservera 
Committee and particularly rheir 
analysis of the murderous assault, 
Lhat che Attica report's vagueness 
comes to full light, TTe report, 
"believes, that direct negotiations 
herween Inmaces and the State are 
preferabie to the useof outsiders". 
I’his can only be incerpreted as sug- 
gesting the further isoloclon of che 
prisoner populatlon from Lhe Black 
and puor communities on the out¬ 
side. Lf adopted it would effective- 
ly sever those ties of solidarity and 
deny the prisoner populatlon any 
expreszon of support, The State, 
would rhen be able to secretly kill 
and jusfify it, The report conrinues 
with the comment that if "outsiders"

SAN QUENTIN INFORMERS ’TESTIFY’ AGAINST 
LARRY JUSTICE AND EARL GIBSON 


In many penal institutions aeross 
the country prisoners have begun to 
achieve a unity never imagined by 
prison officials or the U.S. govern- 
ment* Since 1970, prison movetnems 
{an uprisings) have disproved the of¬ 
ficial theory that pumshmeni in prN 
son will weed out the Molencë\ the 
’arrogance' (the rtormal desire tore- 
tain hitman dlgnity) that is supposed- 
ly peculiar to prisoners. 

These developinentsare largely due 
to a leap Ln the conséiousnsss of prL 
soncrs* The truth is evident--mosL 
clashes with in prison populations are 
caused and perpetuated by prison ad¬ 
ministrators, lt goes without saying 
that people who are divided, are peo- 
p)e conquered and comrolled, has- 
cist prison officials determined m 
miintaïn coctrol and cover upfor rlieir 
barbarism, have ernployedi new tricks 
and increased theiruseof theoldones, 

The case of Lawrence (Larry)Jus- 
tice and Earl Gibson clearly illus- 
tracés this. These brothers have heen 
falsely accused of ktlltng O, Da vis, 
a San Quentm guard, They are cur- 
remly undergovng the ordeal of pre- 
trial hearings, The hearings them- 
selves are lessons in the ability of 
the prisons to contrei , This is made 
evident by the continuing lineup of in- 
formers being used co send these two 
brothers to the gas chamber, 

This Usc of informers includes: 
Herman Johnson, James Sweeney, 
Evan Kraüzilick, Jack P ie ree, and 
Charles Johnson. Hc rman Johnson is 
the informant that the guard was al- 
legedly procecting when bewas killed, 
(The proteccion the StateofCalifornia 
gave to Johnson wasduecohis repuca- 
tion as a notorious 'snitch', a term 
used by prisoners to dena te a poïice 
informer, Only two days before the 
guard, Pavis, was killed, Johnson re- 
ceived multiple stab wounds, He was 
then put info the prison hospi tal), 
Johnson, while Incarcerated as a 
youth, hccame weU-known forprovok- 
ïng race ‘riots' and has a background 
of continuoiisly införmlng to receive 
h is few Ta vors 1 - an extra sweet roll, 
an extra cup of coffee, or reniaining 
out of hls cell for an extra tour. 
Before this he told 1 ie after lic to the 
police officials in the "Soledad Seven" 
case. And for his lestimony agalnst 



Larry and Earl he was rewardetl wkh 
a parole and was to be rcleased from 
Los Angeles County Jail on September 
25 th, 

James Sweeney, another prosecu - 
tion wïtness was alleged to have been 
in a cell along the corridor wherethe 
guard was killed, Evan Kranzüick 
was supposed to have been in the hos¬ 
pita! with Earl Gibson and says he 
heard the two Black men plotttng to 
kul the guard, Davts, Jack Pserce, 
the third informer, made so-cailed 
identifications of brothers Gibson and 
J u s t ie g , F T e de m a nd ed ci nd wa s gra nt ed 
parole hefore he gave theprosecuLion 
cT statement* 

All pretenses of fafrness have been 
dropped in this case, Ln a recent hear¬ 
ing, the btate's artorney admirted rhat 
evidente had been obtained without a 
sqarch warrant; the evidence was 
blood drawn from the brothers by 
force, The District Attorney asserted 
that the guards didn't need a search 
warrant to take Larry and EarTs 
blood because they (the prlsoners) 
didn'f have a search warrant to take 
rhe deceasnd gtmrd's hlotHl. 'l’heState 
has pronounced l.arry and Farlguilty 
□ntil proven innocent, 

To add insult to injurj', the courts 
are in ter fe ring with the brothers' ef- 
foris to hui ld a defense, Correspon- 
dence l^erween Larry and Earl and 
their lawyers has been illegally 
opened and read and rhe Locatton of 
prosecution witnesses has beenwJth- 
held so that defense law> f ers are de- 
nied interviews* 

Larry Justice and Earl Gibson are 
the real vïetims in this case, Tliey 
are victims of ihe State 1 & insane de- 
slre in control or kill those whom it 
has alreüdy imprisoned, Obviously 
these brothers need and deserve our 
support, Their nexteourt appearance 
will be September 29,1972. The hear¬ 
ings are being held ai Mariiï County 
Counhousc in San Rafael, Califomiö, 
By fillïng every seat in the courtroom 
we will show the district attorney, 
the police officials and the guardsthai 
ihey cannoi quicily railroad 5 arry 
Justice and Earl Gibson.

OF STRATEGY 


Normally we don't air differences 
between revoluticnarieS; especïally 
those differences propped up and pro- 
pangandized through the power 
structure's press, Hcwever, the 
power structure is taking advantage 
of the smaller differences beiweenus 
to set us all up and destroy us, A re- 
cent incident in San Francïsco pro- 
vided a perfect case in point, that 
incident iuvolving the arrest of Kath- 
leen Cleaver* Therefore, to deprtve 
the power structure of the use of this 
weapon against us, that is the Algiers 
group and the Black Panther Party, 
the Black Panther Party would lïketo 
describe, briefjy, what the real is¬ 
sue is, and why it is that theidea that 
the Bïack Panther Party would go out 
to assassinate Kathleen is absurd. 

The essence of the differences he¬ 
rween the Black Panther Party and 
Rldridge and Kathleen Cleaver are 
over strategy. We all agree that 
those who control the United States 
oppress fiinck peopJe, orher penpJe

this country; and llberaiion Erom this 
oppression can only come when the 
power in the hands of those few is 
transferred co the hands of all of us, 
together, We also agree that the use 
of revolutionary violence wül probab- 
ly be required to resolve this contra- 
diciion, Therefore, the differences 
boil down to strategie ones* 

The Cleavers belteved the hour 
of deciston had come; the time was 
at hand to engage the tactics of 
guerrilla warfare to defeat our op- 
pressors, We believe not only that 
the people were not presently ready 
for such, but that the Black Panther 
Party also was not ready: that is, 
the Black Panther Party had fatled 
to satisfy even the first prerequi- 
site for such a level of struggle, 
a base in rhe Black community, When 
these differences become imcontain- 
ahle - building a Black army as El- 
dridge and Kathleen had wan red and 
building a base in the Black commun¬ 
ie through services and survival pro¬ 
grams - aeparatïon became inevit^ 
able* 

The Algiers group denounced our 
Party as revisionist. Tbey pointed to 
our efforts to defend our jailed bro- 
thers through the courts, through free 
busstng to prlson and free commis- 
sary programs, through maas cam- 
paigns, as an example of our "re- 
visfoBtsm", Kathleen speeiftcally 


sa ld, "the phase of legal defense is 
over*,, we must now use more ad- 
vanced tactics against the courts. 
Now, we got to break ‘em all out/' 
(National Guardian, April 17, 1971). 

Our response was not to hurl back 
epithets, but to organize more vig- 
ouously around what we understood, 
which we feit would expose the in- 
correctness of theCJeflvers'position. 
We belteved they had lost touch with 
the people, had placed their own de- 
stres and ideas above those of the 
people, Our task was to show the 
importance, the nee essi ty, of a mass 
involvement in our struggle, evemual- 
ly demonstrating the correctness of

our theory by getting into c loser 
touch with the people. 

Wï have done that. We are building 
a real revolutionary base* We are 
building support* We are running 
for electoral offices, We have no 
neet!, no desire to eUminate Eldridge 
and Kathleen. Tliey are not a threac 
to us, to our efforts to buüd a base 
in the Black community.We knowthey 
too understand this, for the Cleavers 
are now appeaUng (more enthusi- 
astically and submiss ively than we 
ever did) :o the very same courts 
they ateseked us for working through, 
pleading the courts' permïssion to 
allow Eldridge back into America, 


In view of these differences, we 
were surprised and astonisbed to find 
out that Brother ftuchell Magee re- 
jects the support of the Black Panther 
Party and instead authorïzed Kathleen 
Cleaver to organize and direct a Ru- 
chell Magee Defense Cammittee* 

We though that the principles taughc 
by our fallen comrade, George Jack- 
son, had been heard and intemalized 
by Ruchell. P’rom their first meet¬ 
ing umil hls assassination, Comrade 
Ceorge had anempted to show Ruchell 
that, rather than isolate himself, Ru¬ 
chell should attempt 10 organize; botl 
inside and outside the San Quenrin 
wal Is. Comrade George knew that 
without the support of the people, 
gained through active practice, nothing 
could be accomplished. 

As the only survivor of the August 
7th uprising in San Rafael, Ruchell 
Mngee faces a death Benteiite, or at 
best. llfe tmorUonment, tt is dis- 

h^firtenlne. nnw, when mipport 

hls case is müsi needed, to reallze 
that Ruchell chtxjses to rejecc that 
support. In hls rejection of the aid 
offered by the Black Panther Party, 
Ruchell reils us of hts rejecticn of the 
concept of survival programs to meet 
out peöple's needs.

Your conduct in üifs disregards the commonest 
form of decency and the negligem and carelesa h and 1 mg of 
the evems leads my eliems to believe that you are part and 
pareet of trying to creaie an incident, Should you decide to 
ignore this and noi give the retraetlon the full and complete 
coverage that the initial scurrilous ardcle had, we will have 
no other recourse rhan to prosecute this matter to the full 
extern of the law, 

NeedLess to teil you that Mr. Newton and the Black 
Panther Party deny categorieally and emphadcally each and 
every statement contained in that arücle which has heen 
carelessly and negligenrly and intentionaily written tocreace 
the idea in the reading public that the Black Panther Party 
and Hrey P, Newton would resorc co thelow and underhandecl 
form of crime that you have indicated therein. 

The wrirer of this letter believes in the right of 
the freedom of the press and has on many occasions fought 
for those rights; bur your rightof freedom of the press does 
not permlï you to Invade and destruy tlie ï epuiation and the 
integrity of a groupof mervandwomenftghting and siruggling 
for q beteer way of life. T hope that it will not be necessary 
to licigate rhis matter, I am enclosing a copy of the art iele 
so that you will not have any difficulty in finding it.

Voting kas always been made an obstacle iv Black peo- 
P !e - w& ha »e never been able to deler mine the direction 
of our communüies by voting. Front the 1870’$ when the 
15th Amendmml was added to the Constüution, (the atnend- 
ment which *granted 1 Black people the righi to vote), our 
families ahmys knew that those were just words on pa¬ 
per describing a right that we could not receive the bene- 
fits of. When we went to the registrar of voters where we 
lived to iry to register to vote we wsre asked questions 
Hkê, how many bubbles there are in o. cake of soap; 
huw many bricks there are in the Washington monument ! 

Therefore, Black people distrusted the whole electoral 
process . How could it benefit us if we were never allowed to 
partidpate? Tokeep us front voting meant that we could be 
kept from being treated as hitman heings. The govemments t 
ïocal, state , and federal M were run by racist white people 
who feit that the only thing Black people were capable of 
was mental labor * We dié not complain because we knew 
that complaïning could mean our death , (by lynching t shoot - 
ing or being beaten to death). 

As the years passed and loken concessions were givm 
tts, it was made unconstitutionat for the depuly registrars 
to ask questions presumaöly to deiermlne intelligente, 
Every United States Citizen has the right to vote. They 
could not camp are our citizenship with our inteltigence. 
Soon after this we begon to register to vote bid not in large 
numbers. In the 1950*s when Black peopte begon to realize 
the background of stavery and oppres si on we have had lo 


endure; when we reahzed that we did not have to with - 
stand unnecessary suj/ermg and hwniliation, we began 
to demand our civil rights , This inctuded voting and put¬ 
ting people who would serve our interests in office * 


We have been struggling for our right to self-determina- 
lion since those times - of freedom rides t sit-ins 

and nonviolent demonstrations. Noto with the emergence öj 
a neiv Black man and woman t the unafraid and defiant t wt 
are movïng closer to really putting power back into the 
hands of the people , Whatever is the people’$ desire that 
is what we must obtain. We are trying now to add Progres¬

m the court . 


Sïnce David*s conviction and incar- 
ceration on the frame-up charge of 
assault, the Califomia aulhórities have 
attempted every tactic possible toisv- 
late and eliminate kim . He was con- 

fined in art obscure wing of Vacaville 
Prison (mildty referred to as the " Cal¬ 
ifomia Mediaal Facility rf ). He was 
then transferred to Califomia Men f s 
Colony (CMC) at San Luis OÖispo 
(another prison in the State complex). 
Aithough Ü is classified as a mini¬ 
mum security prison, CMC is one of 
the worst * CMC, like Vacaville, is 
one of tke chief exponents of the use of 
drugs as a means of pSychological con- 
trol over the inmates * Their belief is 
that confröf of the mind is eqval to 
control of the body. 

When this ïnstitution failed to break 
Davèd’s spirit, other tactics wereem- 
ployed. A campaign ofgeneral harass- 
ment began. Tney begon to kold back 
his mail and his commissaryjus legal 
materials were withheld. His vist tors 
were constant ly harassed Socrn aft er 
this he was secreUy transferred to the 
most noiorious prison, (noted for its 
physical deprivation and cruelty)-- 
Folsom . He was immediately put into 
isolation , There, due to the condiiions, 
the ulcerated condition of his stomach 


began to cause him trouble and he be- 
came very ill. 

Folsom officials refused to admit 
David into their “hospitaV* facilities, 
claiming tkat he was net ill m Qnly af- 
ter the pretests of an indignant and 
enraged Black commmity f a visit (to 
the prison) by Rrother ftrm DeUums, 

U. S m Congressman, and the presenta- 
tiöti of a court order, was Comrade 
David admitied to the hospüal . Soon 
afienmrds, he was transferred to 
Vacaville Prison again, where he tuas 
kept in isolation until March of this 
year * 

Comrade David hos been incarcer- 
ated for almost one andone-hatf years , I 
In this time he has appeared twicebe- j 
fora the Adtdt Aulhority (the board that ■ 
grants parotes}. Each time he was de- \ 
nied, aithough 100,000 signatures on | 
petitions demanding his release have 2 
been retumed. We must nol let this S 
happen again^Yoursignaturesmust flow I 
and your voices must continue to be j

SHATTERS 'AMERICANIZATION’ 


ïf anything demonstratus the cyn- 
icism of the American effort ro deftne 
the o ff en si ve as being aimed accities, 
it Is nor merely the U.S, bombing of 
cities that inevitably follows* but the 
fact pointed out by the PRG that Im¬ 
portant parts of the urban areas of 
South Vietnam evacuated by the 
Americans are being mined in such a 
way Chat they can be blown up at a 
greac discance by the Americans who 
have retreatedto safer enclaves. This 
is true, the PRG told me, particular- 
ly in urban ateas where there has 


immediate volunteers for the libera- 
tion armed forces upon breaking out 
of priaon. But the PRG pointed out 
that the prison walls and perimeters 
are mined electronically so as to 
threaten rhe immediate Wholesale 
desmiction of the prtsoners if the 
PRG forces enter the city. More- 
over, they said groups of captured 
guerrillas are now being beid behind 
concertina wire in front of police 
stations and military outposts in num- 
erous districtcapitalsandother towns 
as, quite literally, a hullet shield of 
hosiages ugaïnst the entering guerril¬ 
las. 

The purpose of the offensive, in 
other words, has nothing to do with 
the capture of a specific town, the 
holding of a specific piece of real 
estate, U has to do with the stra¬ 
tegie defeat of the Vietnamization 
program p with the creation of ftxed 
poinrs of battle at which the ARVN 
troops can be proven lu be unwilling 
to fight against other Vietnamese, and 
the creation of n broader, sweeping 
front of uprisinga thatcompletely lib- 
erate iarge new areas from Saigon 
control. Where the offensive ends is 
difficult to Visualize, but the posstLh- 
litiea are all pessimistic from an 
American viewpoint. Having experU 
ene eet the complete destruction of the 
pacification program, for exampie, 
wül American officials easily 
contemplate pouring billtons of dol¬ 


lars once again into its reconstruction 
when they must know that it can be 
torn apart year after year? Where 
wiü American officials find new re- 
placements for the 3rd and 22nd di- 
visions of the ARVN, and the rest of 
the divisions, al! of which have taken 
serious casualties after threemonths 
of the offensive? Do American of¬ 
ficials senouëly entertain the return 
of tene of thousands of American 
troops to re-Americanïze the war 
after the failure of Vietnamization? 
These are questions which even the 


taaide Saigon the effects of the of¬ 
fensive are devastating as well, to 
those in the Tldeu Admimstration and 
the various groups of businessmen-- 
primarüy impnrters - who stil! cling 
to the hope of American support. 
With American rroops on their way 
out of South Vietnam and with the 
army of South Vietnam decimated on 
the batilefield, the pressure for ac- 
commodation w r ich the PRG in the fu- 
ture becomes irreversible. The pres- 
sure lies emireiy in the direction of 


accornmodaiion, rather than cUnging 
to hopes for continiied American pro- 
tectton, From the soldier on the 
battlefield to the banker in the Saigon 
Chamber of Commerce, one question 
becomes overwhelmmg, lf the United 
States Vietnamization program isde- 
feated, whac will be one's future in 
South Vietnam? The question has 
really only one answer, One has a 
future if one breaks away from the 
American policy and swiftly Inte- 
grates into the forces of the winning 
side, who will remain in South Viet¬ 
nam in the future. Of crucial signi- 
ffcance, we were told, is the foct 

rhjnt the Ofï|XïSïEion has brnati- 

ened slnce 19beyond the siudems 
and B;ddhists to now embrace all 
classes, With Thieu conscrtptinghalf 
the male population, running one-man 
eleccions, with Inflation and un- 
employment incredibly high, and the 
prisons filling up, even the small 
but important national bourgeoisie has 
been alienated. The spring offensive 
adds an urgent fbrward Empetus to 
these trends.

The California Indlan Legal Ser¬ 
vices, representing his wife, Mrs* 
Oakes, urged the Justice Department 
and the California attorney generaPs 
office to ratse the charges agatnsr 
Morgan from involumary man¬ 
slaughter to first-degree murder* 
Morgan has pleaded “innocent*' to 
the manslaughter charge* 

We ask this question, “Will this 
nation's 'caretakers' ever be able 
to dt3cuss, the peoples’ differences, 
without having to gun them down? ,r 
The 'pilgrims' and "pioneers* of 
America treated the Indians as ani- 
mals, Their offsprtng, the white Amer¬ 
ican s of roday treat them as if they 
are invisible, The only reminder that 
they still exïst ïs Alcatraz, They ba- 
red to be confronted with the his¬ 
torica! result of thelr fascism, 

Rtchard Oakes was a revolution- 
ary. Me was not an aotniai. He was 
not invislble. His life was a clear 
testimonia! of the suffe ring of his 
people, He will live on as long as the 
desire for freedom lives, as Jong 
as the hope for a New America is 
sacred in the hearts of poor and 
oppressed people,

item, The applicant must also ac¬ 
count for furnishings like “beds, 
chests, cabinets, chairs» paintings» 
TugR, mirrors, and many other 
household items,” if the person ap- 
plying can*t remember specifir in- 
forrnation or omits something and it 
\s later found out that there was a 
mistakc cm the form, rhe recipiënt 
may be dïopped from ïhe welfnre 


rolls and possibly prosecuted for 
fraud, ünder the assumption that 
welfare appïicants are racketeers» 
prospectïve recipients are asked 
whether they own items like J ^golf 
clubs, Hvescock or fowl, jewelery, 
or boats/’ and the price and pur- 
chase date of these items also must 
be listed, A person acmally has to 
list trivial items like "coïn or 
stamp collecticfis,” What relovance 
if any do these facts have in rela- 
tionship to the financial income and 
need of an applicant? Applicants 
must Teil whether they are engaged 
in a "cammon law marriage” or 
not, If a moiher Is not mar ried» 
she is asked various perverse and 
irrelevant questions about the lacher* 
She is even asked what scars or 
tattoos he might have, If any one 
in the home works, the person who 
would receive aid must list the num- 
ber of hours that each member of 
the household worked in each week 
of the last month, The form even 
asks if a person goes to a laund- 
romat to wash the famÜy's clothes. 

The culn ination of all this madness 
is the facr that In order to recetve 
food stamps» all members of the 
household 'deemed suirahle' must re¬ 
gister for work, Members of the 
fnmily would he forced to rnkemenïal 
joh:* if rhey are 10 comrniie receiving 


food stamps. 

WR-2 is an example of the repres¬ 
si ve legislation that has been spon- 
sored by Ronald Reagan* He was the 
firstto implement the work-intiative 
(work-or-starve) programs. This 
type of legislation has proved sopop- 
ular among racist administrators that 
tr has been adopted in welfare pro¬ 
grams throughout the country. Reagan 
has never been subtLe or silent about 
his hatred of the poor, the people 
he says are trying to expioit the 
k poor‘ state of California, 

The ïmplementatton of the WR-2 
form Is a deadly blow to poor andop- 
pressed people* Coupled with the 
work initiative program, WK-2 would 
attempt to destroy rhe spirit and dig- 
niry of poor people in struggling to 
clothe» feed and shelter themselves 
and their families; another obstacle 
is placed in the way of the already 
arduous task of survival. 

We can unite against these oppres- 
sive measures taken against us* We 

can organize and move to progres- 
slvely changc reactionary institurïons 
like the W r elfare Department, in to 
Institutions that serve the people.

are used, "thetr funettan and au- 
thority must be clearly deflned and 
agreed upon,,," While the members 
of the cömmtBBion niëant thls to crl- 
ticize the entireObserver Cotnmittee 
called by the prisoners, it is a sub- 
tle but direct attack upon Comrade 
Bobby Seale, Chatrman of the Black 
Panther Party. Comrade Bobby was 
remming to Attica at the time of 
the police assauit, and was donled 
re-entrance, despite the fact that 
the prisoners had held up the negu- 
tiations awaiting his return. The 
report would have it seem that 
Comrade Bobby was a politic al inrru- 
der, on unwancad agitator, rather cftan 
an invSted and respecced negotiator 
acrtng fn behalf of the prisoners. 

On the police assault and result- 
ing Massacre, the Attica report be- 
comes nonsensicah Perbaps the only 
assertïons which come close to the 


truth were that: 1) there were no 
plans t>r provistons adopted for the 
medical care of the injuredor wound- 
ed and 2) M ...the use of shoeguns 
not only increased the risk but vir- 
tuaily assured the death or serious 
injury of innocent persons in thecon- 
gested conflnes of D-yard*" 

While the report slaps Rocker- _ 
feil er's wrist for not participating in 
the negotïations, the uitïmate irony, 
lies in the statement, "'There was 
no commandcr-in-chief”, no one Mn 
charge’, AM the excesses of brutai- 
ity and murder are justifled thissim- 
ply. In truth, however, there wns 
a <H commander-in-chief" upon whose 
orders the ul Li mate responsibility 
for the Massacre rests, Th is is the 
samc man who, ander whose relgn, 
the world has witnessed such events 
as: the murders of Comrades Fred 
Hampion and Mark Clark in Chtca- 
go: the aasassination of Comrade 
Ceorge Jackson at San Quentin; the 


slaying of students at Jackson State 
Ln Missiasippi and Kent State in Ohio; 
the Mylai tragedy; thecourtroom kül- 
Ings at San Rafaeï; Attica and most 
recently the murders in Munich. 
Without a doubt there was a "com- 
mander-in-chief T at Attica, a man 
whose sense of justice and power are 
the most reprehensible in history--

We believe that the many Black and poot oppressed 
people now held in U.S. prisons and )aüs have noi 
received fair and impartial trials under a racist and 
fascist judicia! sysEetn and should be free from incar- 
ceration. We believe in the ubimate eümination of all 
wretched, tnhuman penal institutions, because chemasses 
of men and wnmen inprisoned inside the United States or 
by the U.S, military are the victims of oppressive con- 
diEions: which nre? the real cause of their Imprisonment, 
We believe that when persons are brought to trial 
that they must be guarameed, b> r the United States* 
juries of their peers, atcomeys of rheir choice and 
freedom from imprisonment whüe awaiting trials.

When, Ln the course of human events* Tt becomes 
necessary Eor one people to dissolve the politica! bands 
which have eonnected them with another, anü to assume, 
among the poters of the earrh, the separate and equal 
station to which the laws of nature and naturels God 
emtile them* a decent respect to the Opinions of mankind 
requires that they should declare the cauees which Lmpel 
them co the separaties, 

We hold these truths to be s elf -evident, that all men 
are created equal; that they are endowed by their 
Creator with certain unalienable rights; that among 
these are life* lihercy', and the pursuit of happiness, 
That, to secure these rights, governments are instttuced 
among men* deri ving their Ju r st powers Trom|tH?;consent 

of che governed; that, whenever any form nf governmem 
becomes destructive of these ends, U is the rlght of 
the people to alter or rn aboïtsh it, and to institute a 
new govemment. laying ka foundation on euch prin- 
eiples* and organizing its powers in euch form, as to 
them shsll seem most likely to effect their safety and 
happiness. Prudence, indeed, wil) dlctaco that governments 
Long escablished should not be changed for light and 
transienc eauses; and, a^cordingïy, all experlence bath 
shown that mankind are more disposed to suffer, whlle 
evüsi are sufferable, than to right themselves by abolishing 
the forms to wldch they are accustomecl* But, when 
a long train of abuses and usurpations, pursutng invari- 
ably the same object, evinces a design to reduce them 
under absolute despotisin, it is their right, it is :heïr 
duty, to rhrow off such govemment, and to provide 
new guards for their future securlty.
